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FOREWORD 

This  bulletin  is  issued  to  inform  Pennsylvania's  191,284  farmers,  who  have 
$862,000,000  invested  in  their  farms,  on  agricultural  trends  within  the  Keystone 
State.  It  shows  the  principal  uses  being  made  of  the  15,855,343  acres  of  land 
in  farms  in  Pennsylvania— land  on  which  farmers  earned  $274,000,000  in  cash 
income  in  1937. 

High  Rank  in  Crop  Production 

Pennsylvania  ranks  first  in  production  of  cigar  leaf  tobacco,  second  in  the 
production  of  buckwheat  and  of  timothy  and  clover  hay,  and  third  in  the 
production  of  peaches. 

Fourth  places  captured  by  Pennsylvania  are  in  the  production  of  maple 
syrup  and  apples. 

For  other  crops  it  ranks  as  follows:  Fifth,  in  production  of  maple  sugar, 
grapes  and  potatoes;  seventh  in  production  of  tobacco  and  cherries;  eighth  in 
production  of  timothy  seed  and  pears;  ninth  in  production  of  winter  wheat 
and  all  tame  hay;  tenth,  in  production  of  rye;  twelth,  in  production  of  corn; 
fifteenth,  in  production  of  oats;  seventeenth,  in  income  from  crops;  twenty- 
second,  in  acreage  of  forty-five  principal  crops  harvested. 

1937  Crop  Summary 

A  favorable  growing  season  in  Pennsylvania  in  1937  resulted  in  an  abundant 
harvest  of  most  crops.  The  corn,  wheat,  barley,  hay  and  potato  crops  were  all 
above  the  five-year  (1928-32)  average  production  while  oats,  rye,  buckwheat, 
and  tobacco  were  below.  However,  the  large  production  of  feed  and  food 
brought  about  a  decline  in  prices. 

The  winter  of  1936-37  was  comparatively  open  and  the  lack  of  snow  cover 
did  not  prove  so  harmful  to  winter  grains  as  expected.  The  growing  season 
from  May  to  October  in  most  sections  of  the  State  was  good — frequent  rains 
and  warm  weather  were  beneficial  to  growing  crops  but  made  harvesting 
difficult. 

An  excellent  corn  crop  was  produced  in  all  parts  of  the  State.  Many 
high  yields  were  obtained  in  all  sections  and  the  State  yield  was  almost  ten 
bushels  above  the  five-year  average. 

Despite  harvesting  difficulties  and  fears  of  winter-killing  the  wheat  crop 
yielded  well.  The  estimated  yield  of  22  bushels  per  acre  is  far  above  the  five- 
year  (1928-32)  average.  The  yield  of  rye  per  acre  was  above  average  but  the 
reduction  in  acreage  results  in  a  below  average  production. 

The  yield  of  barley  was  the  highest  on  record.  The  buckwheat  crop  was 
good  but  difficult  to  harvest.  Oats  was  poor  throughout  the  State  and  the 
grain  light  in  weight. 

Late  blight  and  early  frost  northwest  of  the  Mountains  resulted  in  a  low 
potato  yield.  In  the  east  central  potato  area  of  the  State  (Lehigh  and  ad- 
jacent counties),  yields  were  high  and  quality  generally  very  good.  Early 
varieties  in  the  southeastern  section  of  the  State  made  satisfactory  yields. 
The  yield  for  the  State  as  a  whole  was  above  the  5-year  (1928-32)  average. 

Tobacco  in  the  Lancaster  area  was  generally  poor  in  quality  and  light  in 
weight. 

The  growing  season  was  ideal  for  grasses  and  all  sections  made  a  good  hay 
crop. 

Apples  were  of  goodly  size  and  color  and  relatively  free  from  insect  and 
disease  damage.  Prices  were  so  low  that  many  apples,  especially  drops,  were 
not  picked.  The  peach  crop,  as  a  whole,  was  satisfactory  as  to  quantity, 
quality  and  price.    The  yield  of  grapes  was  satisfactory  but  prices  were  low.
